COIOUR. 

Colour  should  lie  as  high  as  possible,  consistent  with  the  fyi«.  of  variety  In 
the  district.  Ited  varieties  of  ni>ple8  .should  be  nil  ail  over.  Itliisli  varieties  should 
have  a  good  Mnsh  on  the  cheek,     (ireen  and  yellow  varieties  should  have  as  nincli 

re»l  as  can  Ik-  s<.<urtHl.  but  the  clcanivsn  of  the  gi i  or  yellow  colour  is  of  first 

liiiItortaiK'e  In  such  varieties.  I{uss<"t  varieties  should  he  evenly  rnsseted  ail  over, 
and  brlglit-reddLsh  rnaset  rather  than  gre<>ii.  The  siiiiic  colour  rules  apiily  to  p«'ars 
ns  to  apples.

Absolute  uniformity  is  desin-d.  es)(e<ially  in  colour  and  size.  iMKiiiise  tlies<.  are 
the  two  main  poiiits  in  grading. 

Form. 

Form  should  be  correct  for  the  variety  and  district,  but  Is  not  so  liiiimrtaiit  as 
colour  and  uniformity,  tienerally,  the  apple  wliidi  grows  from  th<!  centre  blossom 
of  n  cluster  is  most  typical  and  slioiild  be  shown  ;  in  fad,  to  gel  uniformity  in  form 
and  tj-pe,  all  apples  should  Ite  so  cliown.

The  Kreatest  laie  xhould  lie  taken  to  have 
ttie  stems  Intact  In  all  varieties  of  plums,  becans<'  UHiially  when  the  stem  Is  lost 
the  skin  Is  broken  and  ilecay  will  s<.t  In.  SIlKht  skinpnnctures  not  readily  apparent 
will  quickly  h'ad  to  brown-rot  In  many  dl.xtrUts.

TUew  are  very  Hiisatisfactory  classes  to  Judtfe.  I'lates  of  scMMlllngs,  to  r««lve 
awards,  should  extvl  standard  varieties  under  cullnie  locall.v.  In  coUmr,  uniformity, 
and  (luality,  while  the  siwcliiieus  exhlliiti-d  should  have  i;o<sl  iHmiinerclnl  size 
and  l)e  free  froMi  blemishes.  (As  little  or  nothing  as  to  their  cominercial  value  can 
be  told  from  the  plateful  of  apples,  we  do  not  lonsider  this  class  of  much  value.) 

COLLECTIONS  OF  APPLES,  PEARS,  PLUMS,  ETC.  (HOME  ORCHARD). 

In  this  cdllectlmi  there  are  llii'  same  i(M|nircni.iils  for  si/.i'.  colour,  uuifornilty, 
form,  fre<'dom  iroiu  blemish,  and  .•ondition  as  are  r<Hinired  of  the  Individual 
varieties  in  their  n-spectlve  plate  .lasses.  As  different  varieties  are  shown  In  the 
different  collections,  however,  their  <iu!ility  must  be  taken  Into  consideration. 
Commenial  value  is  considered  also,  becausi-  a  unat  part  of  the  product  of  the 
home  orchard  should  be  of  value  coninicicially  to  provide  for  the  sale  of  ext-ess 
yields.  A  wide  ranee  of  varieties  over  the  season  Is  desiriHl,  and  so  is  a  raiiRe 
over  the  difft-reiit  ust-s  to  which  the  fruit  Is  put— dcRsert.  eookinR,  Jamming.',  pre- 
servlns,  etc.     C<dlectlon8  shouhl  not  include  more  than  twenty-five  varieties.
